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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejection's - 35 USC § 101 



35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 10-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. Specifically, the claiming of structures being in 
contact with or implanted within the body ("coupled to... the heart") amounts to an 
inferential recitation of the body, which renders these claims non-statutory. 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 6-9, 11, 18and19are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 

as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 

matter which applicant regards as the invention. In Claim 6, it is unclear as to the 

meaning of "nearer" absent a reference to another heart portion. Claim 1 1 lacks a 

structural limitation, thus rendering the claim incomplete. In Claims 18 and 19 it is 

unclear as to what structure completes the claimed functions. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-6, 10-12, 14-18, 20 and 23-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being clearly anticipated by Molina. Note that since the lead encircles the myocardium 
all portions of the epicardium are effectively stimulated (col. 8). As to the "second linear 
source", note that multiple coils may be attached to multiple conductors (49) (col. 4 @ 
21-29), in this case each such coil would constitute a linear source and its respective 
conductor would constitute a lead. 

Claims 1-14, 17-22, 24 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by Knisley (cited by Applicants). Note that the mention of different 
stimulation timing (col. 3 @ 25-30) inherently suggests delayed stimulation (phased) 
between electrodes. 

Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: the less than 6cm limitation of Claim 16 lacks antecedence. 
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Conclusion 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Mehmanesh and Dahl et al. teach linear electrodes.
